They spared 
his life lo tell the deplorable tale'. 1 he-Naney 
did not anchor, as she was surround?d by the 
canoes. As soon as he got C. Ie, and enticed 
Jemmy Button on ho&ru, he set Bail: and is 
now gono back, with extra hands and wea- 
pon1, to recover the bodies, if possible, of the 
murdered persons, and get possession o 
the schooner."—New York Tribune.
